

Heritage group secures Lottery money 

£70K GRANT WILL GO TOWARDS THOMAS WHITTY HOUSE PROJECT 


AXMINSTER Heritage has clinched almost 
£70,000 from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) to kickstart the first phase of the 
Thomas Whitty House project. 

The £69,700 grant is most welcome, and Axminster 
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Heritage chairman John Church said: “We are ab¬ 
solutely thrilled to have received the support of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

“It recognises the importance of our plans for this 
new centre in Ax min ster. 

“I’d like to thank the many volunteers from within 
our community for their hard work and dedication and 
all those others who have generously made grants and 
donations, including the support we have received 
from The Architectural Heritage Fund, which has en¬ 
abled us to come this far. 

“Now we can really get our project moving.” 

The project consists of the restoration of Thomas 
Whitty House and the redevelopment of Axminster 
Museum, which will make the short move from its 
current location. 

The HLF grant means that the first phase of the proj¬ 



ect will start shortly, with the museum being open to 
members of the public in the autumn. 

The extensive ground floor restoration, including 
part of the Drill Hall, will provide a new and refresh¬ 
ing display and exhibition area for the town’s mu¬ 
seum collection and include a taster of the town’s 
carpet-making history. 

A spokesperson said: “The displays will raise the 
profile of the museum, attracting more visitors to the 
town contributing to its regeneration. 

“There will be a programme of recruitment, support 
and training for volunteers and pilot outreach and ed¬ 


ucational activities will be developed.” 

Axminster Heritage Limited was formed to estab¬ 
lish a heritage centre with the aim of telling the story 
of Axminster through the ages and conserve, cele¬ 
brate and gain a far wider recognition of the rich her¬ 
itage of the highly skilled carpet industry that made 
Axminster carpets famous worldwide. 

The spokesperson concluded: “It will be a modern, 
interactive attraction appealing to visitors of all ages, 
a valuable educational resource for schools, colleges 
and others - with training and research facilities and 
a shop and cafe.”

SIDMOUTH 


EDA’s bid to suspend 
district council HQ 
move is quashed 


EAST Devon District Council will press ahead 
with the sale of its headquarters in Sidmouth, 
after a bid to stall the controversial relocation 
project was dramatically shut down. 

A last-ditch attempt by opposition councillors 
to suspend the sale of Knowle failed to win mem¬ 
bers' support at a crucial meeting last week, fol¬ 
lowing a series of angry exchanges. 

Arguments were heard for and against delaying 
the project but councillors voted overwhelmingly 
to continue as planned with the move. 

Councillors from the independent East Devon 
Alliance group - the main opposition to the Con¬ 
servatives at EDDC - called for the sale of Knowle 
to be put on hold for six months so further con¬ 
sideration could be given to the move. 

But the proposal was later voted down, clearing 
the path for the project to continue as planned. 
EDDC is now poised to switch to new offices in 
Honiton and Exmouth, with work scheduled to 
begin next August.

Money is God in ‘beautiful game 



I WORKED in football publishing in the dim and 
distant past and met many of my boyhood heroes. 

And whilst I loved rubbing shoulders with some 
of the game’s top players, doing business with 
professional football clubs was not a pleasurable 
experience. Quite the opposite, in fact. 

I soon came to realised that football stopped 
being “a beautiful game” many years ago. Money 
was - and is - the God and the least important 
people in the game are the supporters. 

No one connected with the game at grass roots 
level were a bit surprised when FIFA imploded 
with the news that several top officials had been 
arrested by the FBI after a wide-ranging investi¬ 
gation into corruption at the very top. 

The sums involved are obscene - but much 
about the way the sport we love is administered 
is obscene. 

One wonders how badly behaved a player has to 
be before he gets banned for life. If eating an op¬ 
ponent didn’t bring a lifetime ban, what will? 

Whilst headlines about the obnoxious head of 


FIFA Sepp Blater were breaking all over the world, 
down at the new Chard Road football ground in 
Axminster chairman Ray Self and his team were 
putting the finishing touches to their new ground 
in readiness for next season. 

This is where the true game is at its best. In 
Crewkerne, they’ve worked their socks off for 
new facilities in recent times and in Ilminster the 
same it about to happen. 

Football lives in its truest fashion at local level 
where securing funding of relatively small sums 
to allow young people to play in a secure and en¬ 
joyable environment is often an exercise akin to 
hari-kari. 

Axminster got their ground by doing an astute 
bit of business with a property developer, al¬ 
though it was a lot more complicated and stressful 
than anticipated. A fraction of the bungs and 
bribes dished out to and by the so-called leaders 
of our game could make such a difference. 

But who wants their tainted millions?

Green light for Seaton 
Heights plans 


AXMINSTER 
Heritage group secures 
Lottery money 
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THE legal agreement paving the way for a holiday 
and leisure complex at Seaton Heights has been 
finalised and signed. 

Planning permission, subject to a legal agree¬ 
ment, was given for the long-awaited develop¬ 
ment of the derelict Seaton Heights Hotel site in 
October last year. 

Not much has been said since, but the company 
behind the project, Lyme Bay Leisure, says all the 
paperwork is now complete. 

In an exclusive statement to Pulman's View on 
June 3rd, the company revealed it expects to go 
on site in September and that the first phase 
should open in a year's time. 

The complex will comprise a two-storey 12- 
bedroom hotel, 38 holiday accommodation units, 
a central amenities building to house a restaurant 
and leisure club, plus parking and access. 

It is to be called The Seaton Gatehouse Hotel, Spa 
& Leisure Resort.

OTTERY St MARY 
Future of hospital beds 


hanging in the balance 


QUESTION marks remain over the future of Ot- 


tery St Mary's hospital beds and minor injuries 
unit after a decision was put on hold for another 
month. 

Health bosses at the NEW Devon clinical com¬ 
missioning group (CCG) will not reach a verdict 
until July 16th. 

The delay comes in the same week that the chief 
executive of the NHS Simon Stephens announced 
new measures to help Devon's stretched health 
services cope with financial pressure. 

Campaigners in Ottery have responded with 
cautious optimism and still believe that both the 
beds and minor injuries unit can be saved. 

The CCG was poised to reach its final decision 
last Wednesday (June 3rd) but instead issued a 
statement confirming it would hold off for an¬ 
other six weeks. 

A decision will now be made at the CCG's next 
governing body meeting on Thursday, July 16th. 

Councillor Claire Wright, one of Ottery's repre¬ 
sentatives on the stakeholder group, urged 
members of the public to attend the meeting. 

She said: “It is vital that there is a big public at¬ 
tendance at this meeting. It is essential that the 
light of public scrutiny remains on this issue."

District defers funding 
decision on superfast 
broadband roll-out 


district councillors will 
have the final say. A 
decision is expected 
on August 12th. 


SOUTH Somerset District Council (SSDC) has de¬ 
ferred a decision on whether or not it should 
spend £640,000 on a superfast broadband pro¬ 
gramme. 

Councillors on the District Executive requested 
more information on the scheme when they met 
on June 4th, and a special meeting of the commit¬ 
tee will be called to make a final decision. 

The District Executive met to review the in¬ 
principle commitment, made in June last year, to 
commit £640,000 to the Connecting Devon and 
Somerset (CDS) Superfast (broadband) Exten¬ 
sion Programme (SEP). The programme takes ad¬ 
vantage of various UK and European funding 
streams, and involves a number of organisations 
and agencies, including the government-funded 
Broadband Delivery UK (BDUK). 

But potential problems have now materialised 
with councillors expressing concerns over 
broadband connections for local businesses. 

A SSDC spokesperson said: “The decision was 
deferred until more information is available to 
members. “We expect this information to be 
available in the coming weeks."

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Final decision on hospital’s 
beds to be taken next month 


THE final decision on the long-term future of in-pa¬ 
tient hospital beds at Axminster will not be taken until 
July. 

It was initially thought that a decision would be 
made in late May or a week later in early June. 

NEW CCG’s Eastern Locality Board met on May 
27th, and a spokesperson for NEW Devon CCG said: 
“Due to the importance of the decision and strength 
of public opinion, the CCG wishes to ensure compre¬ 
hensive information is available, including the views 
of the clinicians present on the Eastern locality board, 
so that the Governing Body is fully informed before 
making a decision. 

“The decision will therefore be referred to the Gov¬ 
erning Body meeting in July.” 

Steve Holt - a member of Axminster Hospital Ac¬ 
tion Group, Axminster Hospital League of Friends 
and Wakley Stakeholder Group (set up by NEW 
Devon CCG) - attended the meeting on May 27th. 

He said: “We see this as a positive move from the 
CCG as to take the recommendations to June’s meet¬ 
ing would have been premature. 

“We have to assume that the positivity shown by 
Wakley stakeholders, who represented the commu-

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nity, is reflected by the Eastern Locality Chair and 
managing director at the next Governing Body re¬ 
view.” 

It was in January that the in-patient beds at Axmin¬ 
ster were temporarily transferred by Northern Devon 
Healthcare NHS Trust (NDHT) to Seaton Hospital to 
eradicate the problem of a lone nurse working within 
the two community hospitals. 

But an intensive recruitment campaign - run jointly 
by the trust, Axminster Hospital Action Group and 
Axminster Hospital League of Friends - have 
seen enough nurses recruited to for 16 in-patient 
beds at Ax min ster Hospital. These beds will open in 
July. 

NDHT is contracted by NEW Devon CCG to man¬ 
age a string of community hospitals - but this 
arrangement could change if the latter decides to con¬ 
centrate in-patient beds to a smaller number of hos¬ 
pitals.

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Pollution threat to river 



A BED and breakfast proprietor 
says the River Axe was at risk of 
pollution and Weycroft of flood¬ 
ing when two drains were left 
blocked after an oil spillage. 

Allan Howlings, of Weycroft 
B&B in Axminster, says he had 
to ‘pester’ the Environment 
Agency (EA) and Devon County 
Council (DCC) for three days be¬ 
fore action was taken. 

DCC admits it took three days 
to properly clear the drains, but 
stresses there was no risk of pol¬ 
lution. 

There was an oil spillage on the 
road (A358) outside Mr Howl- 
ings’s home at around 12noon on 
Sunday, May 17th. 

The cause is unknown but Mr 
Howlings suspects a broken 
down tractor, which he saw being 
pulled by another tractor. 

DCC’s Highways Department 
responded quickly and soaked up 
the oil with granules. 

So far so good, but some of the 
oil-soaked granules ended up in 
the road drains, which eventually 
became blocked.

Mr Howlings (a former water 
ba ilif f in Milton Keynes) says he 
contacted DCC Highways and 
EA on a daily basis until the fol¬ 
lowing Wednesday, claiming it 
felt like he was being passed back 
and forth as Highways said it was 
an EA issue, and the EA saying it 
was a Highways issue. 

He told Pulman’s View: “If we 
had had rain it would have sent it 
all into the river, but I didn’t get 
anywhere -1 could have screamed. 

“You would think they would 
be on the case straight away. 

“I looked at statistics and all it 
takes is two pints of oil to con¬ 
taminate 250.000 gallons of 
water. 

“We’ve become pretty obsessive 
of the wildlife here. The first re¬ 


sponse with the granules was excel¬ 
lent, but there was no follow-up.” 

Instead of ending up in the 
river, the oil-soaked granules so¬ 
lidified and blocked the drains - 
putting the area at risk of flood¬ 
ing according to Mr Howlings. 

Weycroft is a notorious flood¬ 
ing blackspot and Mr Howling’s 
house was ‘washed out’ during 
the summer flood in 2012. 

A DCC spokesperson didn’t 
agree, though, and told Pulman’s 
View: “Our highways team re¬ 
sponded to the incident on the 
Sunday but there was no risk of 
pollution and no risk of flooding. 

“The granules which were used 
to absorb the spillage were re¬ 
moved on the Wednesday, when 
suitable traffic management 
could be arranged. 

“The gully was also cleared and 
it was confirmed that there was 
no pollution on site.”

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Seaton’s PC Speariett all set for new career 


THE countdown is underway for PC 
Steve Speariett, who will retire from 
the police after almost 30 years and

His last day on the Seaton beat is 
Wednesday, June 17th, and he has 
looked back on a career that entailed 
everything from being petrol- 
bombed, breaking a leg during a 
chase to meeting his wife-to-be 
whilst on duty. 

Starting working life as a pen¬ 
pushing civil servant, the Bristolian 
got bored after 18 months and de-

cided to apply to the police. 

He had never seriously considered 
a police career, but made a spur-of- 
the-moment decision when seeing a 
recruitment advert in a paper. 

One thing led to another and the 
fresh-faced rookie PC’s first posting 
was to Filton Police Station, Bristol, 
in 1987. 

His first arrest was an easy one as 
it involved someone wanted on war¬ 
rant and already in custody. 


The second arrest was a bit more 
challenging as it involved a fake 
charity collector conning people into 
donating money. 

On another occasion PC Speariett 
was at the scene of a fatal stabbing 
in Bristol when a man came up to 
him and confessed to the killing, 
which prompted an immediate ar¬ 
rest. 

There was plenty of action in Bris¬ 
tol, including riot duty during which 
Steve and his colleagues had petrol 
bombs thrown at them. 

He once broke a leg when chasing

a suspect and has also been dragged 
along by stolen cars. 

During his time on the Bristol beat 
he also met the woman who would 
become his wife, Lisa. 

The PC was despatched to investi¬ 
gate someone who had shot a pellet 
through a shop window in 1989. 

The shop was managed by Lisa, 
and PC Speariett decided to ask her 
out after having concluded his inves¬ 
tigation. 

She accepted and the rest is, as 
they say, history. 

His move to Devon and Cornwall 
Police came in June 2003. 

After a year as a response officer, 
he became neighbourhood beat man¬ 
ager for Seaton. 

The Seaton beat didn’t have the 
riots and other problems associated 
with a big city, but managed to at¬ 
tract the international spotlight when 
cargo ship MSC Napoli came un¬ 
stuck off Branscombe in 2007. 



Whilst not a crime in itself, the in¬ 
cident provided police with plenty of 
challenges, including looters. 

PC Speariett is leaving the police 
18 months before having clocked up 
30 years and the magic pension 
threshold. 

He explained why by saying: “I’m 
very lucky that, from a pension point 
of view, I can carry over 18 months 
from the civil service.” 

PC Speariett has prepared for the 
move for some time, having studied 
to become a qualified, independent 
mortgage advisor. 

A friend of his is running a com¬ 
pany expanding into Devon, which 
has provided an instant job opportu¬ 
nity for the soon-to-be former police 
officer. 

When asked if he would become a 
police officer again could his career 
be rewound, he said: “Now, proba¬ 
bly not. Was it the right decision 
then? Yes, it was.” 

During a recent town council 
meeting he did express an element 
of concern for policing in the area, 
and in May’s police report, he said: 
“There are difficult times ahead with 
further cuts to the police budget. 

“This will put extra demand on the 
officers remaining and I ask you all 
to be mindful of this. 

“Every officer based at Seaton is 
committed to providing the best 
service possible with diminishing re¬ 
sources, staff and budgets.” 

PC Speariett summed up his time 
in Seaton by saying: “I have met 
many characters over the last 12 
years, many who are genuinely com¬ 
mitted to making the community a 


better place for all, like the commu¬ 
nity speed watch teams, parish coun¬ 
cils, community groups - thank you. 

“I have been privileged to have 
been involved with the local schools 
and it makes you realise how 
quickly time passes when you see 
children that you were teaching road 
safety now drinking in the local 
bars. 

“I am especially proud of Axe Val¬ 
ley Cadets, who are all now adults. 
They were a credit to the commu¬ 
nity. 

“There are far too many people / 
groups to thank individually but I 
am grateful to you all. 

“I would however like to thank my 
wife Lisa and my boys Sam, Joe and 
Tom for putting up with me, it can¬ 
not have been easy - you all deserve 
a medal.” 

“I wish you all well in the future 
and look forward to meeting many 
of you out of uniform.”

Can you see to drive? 

National Glaucoma Awareness Week, 8-14 June 2015 


This year's National Glaucoma Awareness 
Week will take place on the 8-14 June 2015. 
The focus will be on driving and 
encouraging people to have regular eye 
health checks to ensure that they are safe 
to drive. It is only with regular eye health 
checks through a local optometrist 
(optician), that people will know if their 
driving vision is affected. This is particularly 
important with glaucoma, as it has no 
symptoms in the early stages. But, with 
early detection and continued treatment 
people will often retain useful sight for life 
and be safe to drive for many years. 

Driving and our ability and safety to do so, 
is something that many people take for 
granted. Yet, how many people have a 
regular eye health check to ensure that 
their vision is accurate? Even if a person can 
see a number plate at 20 metres, how many 
have been tested for glaucoma which 
affects vision? 

There is an estimated 600,000 people with 
glaucoma in the UK, but 300,000 are 
undiagnosed. As there are no early 
symptoms it is vital that people over the age 
of 40 have regular eye health checks every 
one or two years. Advanced glaucoma leads 
to serious loss of sight. 

Comments Russell Young, CEO of the 
International Glaucoma Association “the 
majority of us wouldn’t take our cars on the 
road without an annual service and MOT 
yet, we are happy to put ourselves behind 
the wheel without knowing if we can see 
safely to drive. A visit to the optometrist will 
quickly check our safety and detect if there 
is any risk of glaucoma. Glaucoma is a 


complex condition, in that the brain fills in 
what the eyes cannot see. Many people will 
insist their vision is perfectly normal even 
when there is significant loss of vision”. 

‘ ‘Around 10 per cent of the calls we receive 
to our helpline are from people worried 
about whether their glaucoma is going to 
affect their ability to drive. Yet the majority 
of those that report to the DVLA will not 
need further tests, and of those that do 
most will be found safe to drive”, Young 
continues. 

Glaucoma causes misty, patchy or blurred 
vision in places. It can cause people to miss 
the unexpected such as a person crossing 
the road, a cyclist passing, or a vehicle 
merging into traffic. The only way to know 
for sure about your vision and your safety 
on the roads is to have regular eye health 
checks every one to two years, particularly 
if you are over the age of 40. 

“It is important people know if they do 
have glaucoma that has caused damage to 
vision in both eyes, they are required by law 
to report their condition to the DVLA. If they 
fail to do so they can face a criminal 
conviction, a fine up to £1000 and may be 
uninsured to drive. The good news about 
glaucoma is with ongoing treatment people 
can protect their vision and most people will 
retain useful sight for life”, Young concludes.

A CAMPAIGN group has been formed to fight a 
proposed East Devon District Council (EDDC) 
beach hut auction. 

Beach huts are currently hired by individuals on 
a rolling contract, which means tenants automati¬ 
cally get to rent them every year until they no 
longer wish to do so. But EDDC officials would 
like to rip up the arrangement and instead auction 
five-year leases on the open market. 

A spokesperson said: “We manage and maintain 
237 beach huts, 20 beach chalets and 241 beach 
hut sites (with no beach hut provided) along the 
coast of East Devon. 

“Well over 300 individuals are on waiting lists 
for one of the beach huts, beach chalets and beach 
hut sites (one person can be on a waiting list for 
multiple locations). 

“The waiting lists for most are so long that they 
are now closed to new applicants. We are looking 
for ways to enable more people to have a chance 
to lease a beach hut, chalet or beach hut site. 

“If we can collect more from this enterprise than 
it costs us to provide it, we can also improve our 
beach hut, chalet and beach hut site service. Any 
surplus funds would be re-invested in other coun¬ 
cil services. 

“This change is proposed for all the beach huts, 
beach hut sites and beach chalets we own and 
manage. 

“All existing hire agreements for beach huts, 
beach hut sites and beach chalets would be termi¬ 
nated. Five-year leases for all of these will go to 
auction on the open market. Everyone will have 
the chance to bid, including current hirers. 

“The highest bidders will be successful and will 
be able to rent the beach hut, beach hut site or 
beach chalet for five years. After this time, another 
five-year lease for the site will be offered on the 
open market.” 

All tenants have been invited to take part in a

consultation, and most appear to be strongly 
against the plan. 

Seaton beach hut tenant Marilyn Coates said: 
“My husband and I have had our hut for six years, 
currently hired at £480.10 a season, and are very 
happy with it. 

“Quite often we have received the choice of sev¬ 
eral huts when our turn has come up, which im¬ 
plies that there is a steady turnover in hut 
availability. 

“Very few of the people who have the huts at 
present are going to be able to continue to have 
their huts because; they won’t be able to afford 
them; a lot are elderly and won’t want to go to a 
public auction. And it is surely unfair to pay a dif¬ 
ferent price for each site when they are next door 
or very close. 

“The council is doing this as a cost-cutting exer¬ 
cise they say. Well, it is obvious that all this rig¬ 
marole is going to cost a lot more money to run. 

“The admin cost will be astronomical. It will 
mean that the huts will not be used on a regular 
basis as they are now because the owners will live 
too far away to make daily use, even for a few 
hours, an option.” 

Another beach hut tenant, Fiona Pyle, is organ¬ 
ising those against the plan. She said: “I have set 
up a Facebook group called Save East Devon 
Beach Huts, and we currently have over 300 mem¬ 
bers. “The aim of the group is to communicate 
with beach huts tenants, those on the waiting list 
and anyone else who objects to EDDC’s new pro¬ 
posal, not just for Seaton, but in the other East 
Devon towns affected.” 

In Beer, many are fearful that the huts will be 


snapped up by holiday home owners. 

Gayle Chappie, who currently has a hut, said: “It 
is all a bit worrying and perhaps it will be the start 
of something on the beach. It seems appalling that 
we could be shunted out. Is it all about market 
forces?” 

Mrs Chappie added that Beer is completely dif¬ 
ferent to Budleigh Salterton, Exmouth and 
Seaton, and shouldn't be grouped with those loca¬ 
tions. 

She explained: “Beer is very different because 
what we have here is just a square of pebbles with 
a hut on top. It is a community on the beach and 


everyone knows everyone else. 

“It is the talk of the beach at the moment, but 
let's see how it goes.” 

Beer Parish Council chairman Martin Richards 
said he fully expected the matter to be raised at a 
meeting. 

He commented: “I can understand why people 
are panicking a bit over this, but nothing has been 
decided. Also, the parish council is looking at tak¬ 
ing over the running of the beach and then it will 
be up to us what we do with it.” 

The consultation will conclude on July 13th, 
after which the results will be analysed.

Honiton U3A heads to Zimbabwe 


AT the May meeting of the Honiton 
U3A, members and visitors were 
taken on a journey to Zimbabwe to 
walk with lions! 

In 2011 the guest speaker, Joyce 
West, flew from Heathrow to Johan¬ 
nesburg and then travelled by truck 
to The Antelope Park near Gweru, a 
centre for the rehabilitation of lions 
where she would spend the next two 
weeks as a volunteer. 

Joyce explained that at one time 
there were hundreds of thousand of 
lions in Africa but today the figure is 
about 93,000. All the lions at the cen¬ 
tre had been brought in as orphaned 
cubs and here they would learn, with 
the help of the staff and volunteers, 
to adapt to their environment, to 
hunt, stalk and chase etc until they 
were ready to join a pride in the outer 
reaches of the park where they would 
hopefully breed. 

Mornings began at 6am when 
everyone was woken by lions roaring 
in a nearby enclosure, and then at 
8 am the sound of bongo drums her¬ 
alded breakfast after which volun¬ 
teers would meet to find out their 
jobs for the day. These included feed¬ 
ing lions, data collection, cub sitting 
(a favourite), mucking out the enclo¬ 
sures, mending fences and night en¬ 
counters. Many of these tasks were 
far from pleasant and involved han¬ 
dling both lion and elephant dung, 
raw and stinking meat and blood - all 
of which attracted hundreds of flies. 
But of course the best job of all was 
walking the lions. Only three lions 
were walked at a time and this re¬ 
quired one keeper and five volun¬ 


teers. Everyone was constantly re¬ 
minded that these were wild animals 
and to always remain vigilant. Each 
person carried a hefty stick but these 
were never used on the lions - if any¬ 
one felt threatened they were told to 
stand tall and raise the stick above 
their head to make themselves look 
larger and more intimidating! Joyce 
brought her own stick to the meeting 
to show her audience - this had been 
carved especially for her by a local. 

Zimbabwe is a poor country, and as 
part of the volunteers’ project, they 
were invited to visit a local centre for 
orphaned children who were the vic¬ 
tims of HIV, and to bring gifts. Pop¬ 
ular items were pencils and writing 
equipment, but Joyce, being a keen 
tennis player brought tennis balls! 
These were a rare item and produced 
a lot of fun for both children and 
adults alike. 

At the end of her talk Joyce played 
a short video of her stay in Zim¬ 
babwe which brought to life all that 
she had spoken about. 

The two weeks were certainly no 
holiday, but it was obvious from 
Joyce’s animated and enthusiastic 
talk that her time in Zimbabwe had 
been a brilliant and fulfilling expe¬ 
rience. 

The Honiton U3A Chairman, Su- 
sanne Jones, then thanked Joyce for 
what had been a very interesting and 
enlightening talk.

“The project is also clearing Japanese knotweed 
and giant hogweed from the valley, so if there are 
sites that people know of can they please let us 
know. 

“The project is appealing to everyone, whether 
they are eight or 80, to find some time to tackle the 
ever increasing problem of the spread of Hi¬ 
malayan Balsam in Axe Valley and surrounding 
streams in June, July and August 2015. 

“The project takes people into the beautiful country¬ 
side of the valley where wildlife is still abundant and 
explores places not usually accessible to the public. 

“The work is not heavy and requires no tools, just 
gloves and wellies and is a fun way to maintain fit¬ 
ness and meet new people. 

“The days run from 10am to 3.30pm and can also 
be a fun way for students or those looking for work 
to get some volunteer experience for their CV 
whilst knowing that they are making a difference 


to their 
local en- 
viron- 
ment.” 

She also explained that the project has achieved an 
80 per cent improvement year on year and has nearly 
eliminated Himalayan balsam from many areas. 

But those involved need to ensure that the focus 
is maintained on clearing the upper reaches and 
need more manpower upstream to stop the plant re¬ 
colonising those areas cleared previously. 

Louise added: “The most effective way is pulling 
the plants up by hand which is easily done as they 
have very shallow roots and is necessary to get to 
those places that a mechanical cutter can’t reach.” 

The main issues with the colonisation of Hi¬ 
malayan balsam are that it causes: 

■ Our native plants to be out-competed and there¬ 
fore decreasing biodiversity, affecting ecosystems 
by creating an imbalance in wildlife and the habi¬ 
tats they depend on for breeding and food 

■ An increase in flooding due to siltation and 
gravel build up caused by bank erosion 

■ A reduction in suitable fish spawning grounds 

■ Loss of pasture, hay meadows and agricultural land.

Keeping our pets cool this summer 


• On a hot day, walk your dog in the early 
morning and late evenings if possible, either 
take water with you or walk where there is 
somewhere for the dog to paddle or swim. 
You can by dog coats specifically for keeping 
them cool too! 

• Cats notoriously love the heat, but make sure 
you check sheds and green houses for those 
sunbathing moggies because they can get 
locked in by accident. 

• Rabbits and guinea pigs need plenty of shade 
and water, keep them covered when they are 
out in their run and preferably in the shade 
with opportunity for a breeze. 

NEVER leave Dogs in cars, not even for short 

periods 

Dogs die every summer after being left in cars, 
even with the windows down. In minutes, the 
inside of the car can reach oven temperatures. 
Outside temperatures of 24 degrees centigrade 
can soon reach in excess of 39 degrees centi¬ 
grade inside a car. 

What to do if you see a dog in a car on a 

warm/hot day? 

• Call the police on 999 and the RSPCA on 
03001234999. If the car is in a shop car park 
or at a public event, alert organisers to call 
owners over the loudspeaker and advise them 
that the police have been called and are on 
their way. The overwhelming urge will be to

break into the car and release the dog. There 
is a risk of being charged with criminal dam¬ 
age if you do this, so tell the police/RSPCA 
what you intend to do and take videos/photos 
on your phone to show the distress. Take 
names and phone numbers of any witnesses. 

Signs of heatstroke and what to do 

• Heavy panting, profuse salivation, a rapid 
pulse, very red gums and or tongue, lethargy, 
lack of co-ordination, reluctance or inability to 
rise after collapsing, vomiting and diarrhoea. 

• Dogs with heatstroke need their body 
temperature lowering gradually to give them 
the best chance of survival. 

• Immediately douse the dog with cool (never 
cold) water if possible. 

• Move the dog into a shaded cool area and 
give small amounts of cool water to drink. 

• Go straight to your nearest veterinary practice 
and call ahead so that they are expecting you.

The counterpart was introduced alongside the 
photo card driving licence in 1998 to include de- 
_ tails such as any endorsements and 


online (reference 1) or in writing by post. 

As of 8 June the paper counterpart, or an old- 
style paper driving licence cannot be relied upon 
to carry correct or-up-to-date information about en¬ 
dorsements or categories of vehicle someone can 
drive.
